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Article 4, Seetion & of the Constitution of 
the Counonwealth of Pennsylvania, provides that the 
Governcr shall, by and with the advice and consent of 
two-thirds of all the members of the Senate, appoint 
an Attorney General, to serve at the pleasure of the 
Governor. 

Section 206 of The Administrative Code of 
1929, the Act of April 9, 1929, P. L. 177, as amended, 
provides that the Atterney General ehall be the head 
of the Department of Justice, and Section 704 of the 
same act, supra, reads as follows:

| ‘The Departuen’ of Justice is not organized 
with bureaus and divisions, but the aiteched list of 
assignments aarked Exhibit "A" illustrates the method 
of dividing the work of the department, and the assign 
ments of the various deputies and other employes of the 
dopartiment.s 

In addition to the attorneys listed in ib 
hibit "ec" sheet there are other attorneys whose offices 
are with the particular departments to whieh they are 
assigned, and who bear the title of deputy, special 
deputy or counsel, These assignments are made beceuse 
of the great volume of work being handled by certain 
departments, end are subject to change from time to 
time ag the volume of work increases or decreases. 
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In addition to the routine assignments, as 
shown on the assignment sheet, all attorneys are sub- 
ject to special assignment at the pleasure of the At- 
teraey General. 

In the interest of economy, efficiency and 
establishuent of wnifors policies, it will be noted 
that the essiguments of some deputies and attorneys 
cress departmental lines and include the work of all 
departments. A good illustration of this is the as- 
siguent of Deputy Attornsy Generel Raynond C. Miller, 
who supervises the title work for all departeete, 
Deputy Attorney General G. Fred Steinrock handles all 
contracts, bonds and agreements fer all d :

In addition, the Department of Justice has a 
list of atterneye to whom assignments are made from tine 
to time by the Attorney General, or the deputies, in 
each county of the Commonwealth. A few of the attorneys 
. ere on salary, but moet work on a fee besis. In two or 
three counties there are attorneys an a fee basis as 
well as on 2 salary basis. This is true of counties 
where there is a large volume of work, some of which is 
epecialised, These assignments, like all sssigments, 
are subject to change from time to time in the interest 
of economy and efficiency. 

A list, marked Exhibit "D"*, showing salaries 
and fees paid in the various counties fer the year 
due 1, 1951 to May 31, 1952 is attached. 

In most of the counties, the Attorney Gensral, 
or his deputies, in making assigauments of work, par~ 
ticularly where it is on 2 fee basis, have the choice 
of several attorneys. This has been deemed advisable 


since there are certain types of work some attorneys do 
net care for, other attorneys have had more experience 
in certain fields of work, aud sometines it is ascessary 
te cheese one attorucy ia preference to another because 
of conflicting interests. | 
The services of the Department of Justice may 
be divided into five classes, nazely, (1) giving legal 
aviee, (2) Litigation, (3) legislative work, (4) mis- 
eellansous legal work and (5) aduinistrative details. 


Under the first classiiication, the work is 
handled in the following mamer: when @ department re- 
quests aivice on a legal satier, the assignment is made 
to the deputy attorney general handling the work of that 
deparimeat, who writes what is know: as 6 *Pormal, Opinion® 
er an “Informal Gpinieu, er if she matter ia act of suf- 
ficient impertence to warrant the writing of either type 
of opinion, a letter is written answering the inquiry. 
Tae epinica circulates among the deputies so that it re- 
eeives tae benefit of the suggestions, criticiams, and 
objections of all ine deputies in the central office and 
ean be truly called an opinion of the Department of Jus 
mente fiorte are being wade io reduce the time con- 
gamed in circulation of opisicns. 

The difference between a formal and an informal 
opinion is the fact that formal opinions are of greater 
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publie coneern and are published in hook form by the 
department. every two years, a5 woll as being released 
to the public ai the time of the rendition of the 
opinion. An informal opinian i» never published and 
ig generaliy concerned with what may be called the "in- 
ternal” or administrative” features of a department, 
and sot of sufficient public interest te warrant pob- 
lication. Copies of both forma] and informal opinicoes 
are always available for departmental use as well 4s 
indices of both classes of opinions. Of course, on 
wany oecasions, 2 deputy or special Guity will answer 
legal questions verbally, end on other occasions tt is 
found that a previews formal or informal opinion covers 
the matter involved in the inquiry from the department. 

Tt is the duty of every department, board, 
commission or officer of the State sovernzent to follow 
legal advice requested and reesived from the Department 
of Justice. The only exeeption is when the Anditor 
General and State Treasurer are ecting ee 2 Iudicial or 
elaime against the State. This duty to fellow the legal 
advice of the department exists even in those cases where 
COMMONWEALTH ex rel. SHOCKLEY y. ROSS, 53 Deuph. 32° 
(1943). 

If the legal advice is followed, it protects 
the State efficers from liability for so doing upon their 
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official bond or otherwise. The following table of 
Formal and Informal Opinions shows the number of each 
issued during the last three years:

The prolenged legislative session of 1951 is 
the primary reason for the decrease in the nusber of 
opinions during 1951. 


Under the second classification, the attorneys 
in the Department of Justice are engaged in court work 
in all the courts, ranging from the county courts to the 
Supreme Court ef the United States. The diversity of 
this work may, perhaps, be best illustrated by the at- 
tashed report of litigation, warked Exhibit "C", covering 
the year fron Jamary 1, 1951, to January 31, 1952, in 
which are listed all the cases in all the courts. On 
an aseeciation with lecal counsel of different counties 
where it is deemed advantageous and conducive to the 
more efficient. handling of the case at issue. Attorneys 
General in the past have found that in some instances 
where extremely important iasues are to be decided, and 
where the need of local counsel of outstanding ability 
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and reputation would be advantageous to the Cammon- 
wealth's interests that the ezployment of such counsel 
is advisable. Illustraticns of this are the employment 
of the Honorable William A. Sehnmader, as bond counsel, 
and the employment of Richard Hay Woolsey, Usquire, in 
eminent domain cases. The conduct of all litigation is 
uxier the supervision of the Harrisburg Deputy and in 
many cases the Harrisburg deputy argues the cases in 
the appellate courts originating in counties other than 
Dauphin. Certala eases originating in Dauphin County 
do so by reason of statutory requirement, others like 
inheritence tax eases, arise in the county of the de~ 
cedent's last residence. ; 


course, reaches the peak of activity just prier to and 
during the sessions of the General Assembly of the Co 
monwealth, During the time the General Assembly is not 
in session, every attorney in the Department of Justics 
makes notes of necessary legislation for shaages in the 
lews for submission to the Legislature whieh appear de- 
sirable te him, through his handling of the work from 
the department to whieh he is assigned, Just prior to 
the opening of the General Assembly, the department is 
busily engaged in the preparation of legislation, par- 
tielerly these legislative matters whieh are of interest 
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to the Gevernor and other administrative heads of the 
State government. Most governors in the past have fixed 
the date for introduction of what may be called depart- 
cubed, Leaialakten ant the depution either prenere this 
legislation or the departments have it prepared in the 
Legislative Reference Bureau and it in submitted to the 
appropriate deputy for review before it ie introduced. 
The deputies alse render legal advise to many members 
of the General Assembly from time to time, both during 
the session and when the General Assembly is noi in 
session. when the veweral assembly is in session, the 
various deputies follow the legisletive work which is 
pertinent to their derartmernts, prepere amendments or 
review amendments prepared by the Legislative Reference 
Bureau or other State agencies, attend meetings of the 
various committees cf the General Assembly or public 
heerings. When a bill hes passed the General Assembly, 
it comes to the department for the writing of what is 
mown as @ “message to the Governor”, in which the 
Legal consequences of the bill, if signed, are set 
forth. This message is prepared by e deputy and sub- 
mitted to the Attorney General for his criticiazs or 
suggestions. The deputies, in reviewing the bills per- 
taining to their cepartcents, eadearor te find any in- 
consistencies and duplications of the enactment of 
statutes. The deputies alse consult their respective 
departments, and in cases involving appropriations they 


eonsult the Budget Bureau and ask for its approval or 
disapproval of the appropriation. All this informatics 
is noted in the message. This procedure enables the 
Governor to ast intelligently on legislation involving 
every piece of legislation passed by the last General 
Aaseubly before the mecsage on the BELL we shnbites 
to the Governer, The department also assiste the 
Gevernor in the preparation of velo messages amd the 
Attorney Generel apencs many hours with the Governor 
in consultation regarding legislative matters. The 
Attorney General, or maubers of his staff, are always 
available when the General Assembly is in session, snd 
often work around the clock on legislative astters. 
Since the Geverzor haa thirty days after the adjoura~ 
mect of the General Assembly to eign bills which have 
been sont to kim, the department usually is busily ea- 
gaged for this length of time in the preparation of 
messages to the Geveraor, ainee the ¢losing daye of 
every sension ef the Seneral Assesbly generally result 
da the passing of sumerous bills in both Houses. 


The Attorney General is a member of the Board 
of Camiesioners on Uniform State Laws. This Board rep- 
resents the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in the National 
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Conference on Uniform State Laws. This organization has 
have been intreduced and which have become law in the 
various States of the United States. Currently, the 
Wetional Conference is about to iatreduce the Uniforn 
Coumercial Code, which it end the Auerieen Law Institute 
prepared sfter meh study. This Code is of grest in- 
portance to the comercial world, sisce it involves the 
Negotiable Instruments Law, the Sales Act, Bills of Lad- 
ing Aet, Stock Transfer Jet and other acts affecting the 
business world. 


Pow mang yous the Department. of Justice has, 
through appropriations made by the General Assembly to 
the Counseil of State Goveruments or its predecessor, 
supported the work of the Couneil. This Council acts 
as & secretariat for the National Asseeiation of the Ai- 
torneys General, the Conference of Governors and other 
State associations. The Coumeil has a drafting cammittes, 
of whieh a deputy of this depertment has been a meuber 
tince the creation of the Committees in the years in 
mediately preeeding World War ii. This Committee has 
prepared meny legislative proposals for subaissics to 
the Legislatures of the various oiates, which have bosome 
law. Hembership on inis Camzittes and the Conference on 
venice abreast of legisiaiive developments in the rarions 
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This department furnishes quarters, secretarial 
and elericel help for this Beard, which makes rocesmends- 
tions to the Governer cencerning applications for pardome 
This Board takes a large amount of the Attorney General's 
tins, not only for the actual hearing of the applications, 
which consume two or three days each month, except July 
and August, but to study the records and to attend the 
executive sessions of the Board. These duties cannot be 
delegated.

Whether te comply with or 
deny a request is always a problem and the department 
would weleose the comments of the Survey Comittee om 
this subject. 

_ Judge Raymond Haclieille asked the then At- 
torney General, T. Mckeen Chidsey, te assist the June 
1948 Crand Jury (Philadelphia) in the investigation of 
the Office ef Receiver of Taxes and Department of Supplies 
and Perchases te determine the extent of alleced illezal ac- 
tivities amamting te conspiracy, embesslement, exter- 
tion and related crimes. The seepe of this investiga~- 
tion wes broademed to include the Bureau of Building 
Inspection, Bureau of Water and any cther city depart— 
ment or burean whieh supervised the granting of li- 
censes, permits or apprevals.
